You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  Grantham  on  Tuesday,  March  13,  1962  at  two  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Article  2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  3.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  4.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board 
for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

Article  5.     To  choose  Auditors  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors, 
committees,  and  other  officers  heretofore  chosen  and 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  edu- 
cate pupils,  Grades  7  and  8  in  the  District  on  a  tuition 
basis  and  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  necessary  monies 
to  cover  cost  of  expenses  involved. 

Article  8.  To  see  how  the  District  will  vote  to 
reorganize  the  elementary  grades  in  the  District. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $6500  for  the 
purpose  of  buying  a  school  bus,  and  further  vote  to 
raise  said  money  by  issuance  of  serial  notes  on  the 
credit  of  the  District  for  a  period  of  five  years  as  pro- 
vided in  the  Municipal  Finance  Act,  RSA  Chapter  33. 

Article  10.  To  see  v/hat  sum  of  money  the  District 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools, 
for  the  salaries  of  school  District  officials  and  agents, 
for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District,

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 


To:  The  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Grantham: 

This,  my  first  report  to  the  District  as  your  super- 
intendent, will  be  brief  and  concise,  calling  your  attention 
to  the  more  lengthy  report  that  is  distributed  with  the 
Town  Reports.  It  is  hoped  that  each  of  you  will  read 
the  report  carefully  and  will  bring  it  to  the  school 
meeting  to  discuss  it  under  the  special  article  in  the 
warrant. 

BUDGET  AND  WARRANT 

The  budget  proposed  by  the  School  Board  after 
careful  consideration  is  $24,274.10  or  approximately 
$4,500  more  than  last  year.  The  increase  in  the  bud- 
get is  caused  mostly  by  the  greater  number  of  tuition 
pupils  that  will  be  going  to  high  school  next  fall.  This 
year  we  have  11  pupils  attending  high  school  in  Leba- 
non and  4  in  Newport.  Next  fall  we  will  have  22 
pupils  going  to  high  school  if  all  remain  in  school.  In 
addition  to  the  increased  number  of  pupils,  the  rates 
for  tuition  charges  have  been  increased  in  both  towns 
to  $435  for  each  student.  These  two  facts  represent  an 
increase  of  nearly  $3800  in  the  budget  alone.  Another 
increase  in  the  budget  is  the  amount  under  transporta- 
tion necessitated  by  a  student  moving  into  the  district 
who  lives  beyond  the  two  mile  limit,  thus  making  it 
compulsory  for  the  district  to  furnish  transportation  for 
the  pupil.  Other  increases  in  the  budget  include  modest 
raises  for  the  teaching  staff.  At  the  present  time  Gran- 
tham's salaries  for  two  of  its  teachers  are  the  lowest 
paid  to  any  teacher  in  the  State.  The  average  salary 
in  Grantham  is  $3133  while  the  State  average  for  teachers 
in  communities  similar  to  Grantham  is  $4367.  Rural 
districts  such  as  Grantham  are  fortunate  to  have  con- 
scientious local  teachers  who  can  instruct  in  the  schools. 
All  of  our  teachers  take  extension  courses  each  year  to 
remain  certified   by  the  State.    To  replace  any  of  our 
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existing  staff  I  am  sure  that  the  District  would  have 
to  pay  much  more  than  is  now  being  offered.  I  sincere- 
ly hope  that  the  District  will  vote  the  necessary  funds 
to  make  the  small  increases  possible. 

A  second  article  asks  for  an  appropriation  of  $100, 
half  to  be  supplied  through  the  State  Department  of 
Education  to  purchase  items  and  equipment  for  science 
and  math  courses  under  the  National  Defemse  Educa- 
tion Act.  Most  schools  have  been  able  to  enrich  their 
science  and  math  programs  by  having  these  additional 
funds  and  the  students  are  better  prepared  for  high 
school  as  a  result.  The  third  special  article  calls  for 
an  expression  of  opinion  on  the  part  of  the  District 
relative  to  sending  grades  7  and  8  out  of  the  District 
on  a  tuition  basis  and  to  consolidate  the  two  schools 
at  one  location.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  we  can  have 
a  full  discussion  of  the  problem  of  school  organization 
and  high  school  transportation  at  the  annual  meeting. 
STATE  AID 

It  is  estimated  at  this  time  that  Grantham  will 
receive  more  state  aid  for  the  school  year  1962-63.  This 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  we  had  a  larger  enrollment  for 
the  school  year  1960-61  at  both  the  elementary  and 
secondary  levels.  The  increase  is  estimated  to  be  approxi- 
mately $1000  more  than  the  $8294.69  received  this 
year,  and  this  should  be  some  help  in  the  local  tax 
assessment  next  summer. 

CONCLUSION 

I  would  like  to  take  this  means  to  express  my 
thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  School  Board  and 
teachers  for  the  cooperation  that  they  have  given  me 
in  starting  on  my  new  work  in  this  area.  I  hope  my 
tenure  of  office  in  this  Union  will  bring  to  the  children 
the  best  possible  education  within  the  means  of  the 
people.

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TEACHER  CONSULTANT'S 


The  teacher  consultant's  role  of  supervisor  and  con- 
sultant to  the  professional  staff,  school  board,  and 
community  has  one  major  objective  which  is  the  edu- 
cational growth  and  development  of  the  children  in 
your  schools.  Analyzing  educational  progress  at  any 
given  moment  is  a  difficult  task  because  progress  is 
occurring  all  of  the  time  not  all  at  one  time.  In  this 
brief  report  I  will  point  out  some  of  the  things  I  believe 
have  contributed  to  the  improvement  of  your  schools 
this  past  year. 

I.  In-Service  Work  of  Teachers. 

Teachers  must  constantly  strive  to  improve  their 
own  professional  qualifications  in  order  to  keep  abreast 
of  the  most  up-to-date  teaching  techniques.  Your  teach- 
ers have  been  particularly  active  in  taking  extension 
courses  during  the  past  year,  having  attended  courses 
at  Claremont  and  Hanover. 

Workshops  are  another  means  to  professional  im- 
provement, which  your  teachers  participated  in.  A 
science  workshop  was  held  in  Lebanon  last  January  at 
which  time  the  new  State  Science  Guide  was  distributed 
to  each  teacher  with  a  thorough  explanation  as  to  its 
use.  Also,  in  the  planning  stage,  is  a  two  week  math 
workshop  for  teachers.  The  workshop  will  run  for  the 
two  weeks  immediately  following  the  close  of  school  in 
June.  Your  teachers  are  welcome  to  participate. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  here  that  all  in-service 
work  is  done  after  school  hours  or  during  school  vaca- 
tions. I  feel  that  the  Grantham  Teachers  should  be 
commended  for  their  active  participation  in  programs 
to  improve  the  quality  of  teaching. 

II.  Classroom  Visitations. 

Regular  visits  to  the  Grantham  Schools  are  sched- 
uled by  the  superintendent  and  the  teacher  consultant. 
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It  is  during  such  visits   that  the   needs   and    problems 
of  the  teachers  and  pupils  are  brought  to  our  attention. 

III.  Curriculum  Materials. 

A  great  deal  of  progress  has  been  made  during  the 
past  year  in  providing  up-to-date  teaching  materials 
for  the  children.  Textbooks  in  both  schools  have  been 
updated,  however,  some  work  remains  to  be  done  in 
this  area.  Maps,  globes,  and  other  teaching  aids  are 
all  necassary  components  of  a  good  instructional  pro- 
gram. Your  children  should  have  the  best  the  district 
can  afford. 

IV.  Testing  Program. 

Group  mental  ability  tests  were  given  all  children 
in  grades  one,  two,  three,  seven  and  eight  last  year. 
Our  policy  is  to  have  at  least  three  different  mental 
ability  scores  on  each  child  by  the  time  he  leaves  grade 
eight.  These  scores  help  teachers  to  plan  and  evaluate 
the  progress  of  each  child.  Achievement  tests  are  given 
to  all  children  in  the  spring  of  each  year.  The  achieve- 
ment of  a  child  is  determined  not  only  by  the  effec- 
tiveness of  the  teacher,  but  also  by  the  child's  ability 
and  attitude  toward  school.  Last  year's  results  were 
quite  satisfactory. 

V.  Daily  Time  Schedule. 

A  new  time  schedule  was  put  into  effect   last  fall 
in  order   to  allow  the  teachers  in  the   lower   grades  to 
devote  more  time  to  the  older  children.    Your  attention 
is  called  to  the  following  schedule: 
Grantham  Village:

Grade  2  8:30—11:30  12:45—3:00  5-1/4 

Grade  3-8         8:30—12:00  12:45-3:00  5-3/4 
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This  schedule  meets  the  minimum  state  require- 
ments for  all  grades,  and  has  proved  to  be  beneficial 
to  both  students  and  teachers. 

The  progress  made  during  the  past  year  has  been 
very  encouraging.  Despite  many  of  the  criticisms 
which  have  been  leveled  at  the  public  schools  through- 
out the  country,  our  schools  have  continued  to  function 
and  to  look  for  ways  of  improving.  Your  School  Board, 
your  Superintendent  and  your  Teacher  Consultant  will 
continue  to  seek  ways  to  improve  the  educational 
opportunities  for  your  young  people.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


All  pupils  are  seen  through  routine  inspections  in- 
cluding eye  testing,  hearing  tests  and  check  up  on 
heights  and  weights.  All  defects  have  been  corrected 
or  are  under  treatment. 

A  series  of  clinics  was  held  in  the  fall  directed  by 
Miss  Elizabeth  Carriel,  R.  N.  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Department  of  Health.  Dr.  Thomas  Brown  of  Lebanon 
was  the  attending  physician.  Many  local  women  very 
ably  assisted,  for  which  we  are  very  thankful.  Many 
adults,  as  well  as  children,  received  polio  shots.  Pro- 
tection from  diptheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  as 
well  as  vaccination  against  small  pox  was  also  given 
many  children. 

A  tuberculin  patch  test  was  also  given  in  the  fall 
and  I  am  very  happy  to  say  there  were  no  positive 
reactors. 

A  group  of  interested  women  from  both  villages 
have  made  arrangements  and  transported  many  chil- 
dren to  Dr.  Armen  in  Newport  for  dental  examination 
and  some  corrective  work  is  now  being  done.  This  is 
a  real  worthwhile  project  and  these  women  deserve  a 
lot  of  credit. 

The  teachers  are  rendering  valuable  classroom  assis- 
tance in  educating  children  in  better  health  and  dental 
habits. 

May  I  here  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Tate,  the 
Grantham  School  Board,  all  the  teachers  and  all  the 
women  of  the  villages,  who  have  helped,  for  their  help 
and  cooperation  which  they  contributed  so  willingly, 
thereby  making  our  health  program  possible.
